Demand  was  active  on  high  grade  "barreled  Wine  saps  at  the 
Copenhagen  auction  Wednesday,  January  20,  according  to  a  ca"ble  from 
Ered  A.  Motz,  Eruit  Specialist  in  Europe  for  the  Foreign  Service  of 
the  Department  of  Agriculture.    Prices  were  somewhat  higher  for  the 
"best  grades  than  last  week.    Yorks,  however,  sold  at  lower  prices. 
Barreled  prices  on  the  whole  were  "below  those  ruling  at  Hamburg  and 
on  the  British  markets.    B^xed  apples  made  ahout  the  same  or  slightly 
higher  prices  than  last  week.    Boxes  met  with  a  fair  demand,  prices 
were  converted  at  19  cents,  to  the  krone  this  week  against  13.7  cents 
last  week  and  at  par  of  exchange  at  this  time  last  year.  Supplies 
were  much  heavier  on  the  Hamburg  auction  Thursday,  January  21,  than 
last  week.    Ahout  1,800  "barrels,  2,400  "baskets  and  59,000  boxes -were 
offered  at  the  auction,  against  15,600  "boxes  last  weeDr  and  19,000  "bar- 
rels, 6,000  "baskets  and  6,500  boxes  at  this  time  last  year.    The  light 
barreled  supplies  met  with  a  good  demand.    Wine saps  made  better  prices 
than  at  London  but  Ben  Davis  and  Delicious  were  lower.     The  condition 
of  the  fruit  was  good.    Maine  Wine  saps  in  baskets  met  with  a  good  in- 
quiry.    Supplies  wore  light..    The.  condition  of  the  fruit  was  ~ood. 

The  large  increase  in  the  boxed  apple  offerings  resulted  in 
some  decline  in  prices  over  last  week.     This  amounted  to  from  10  cents 
to  20  cents  a  box  in  most  cases.    Demand  was  good  for  boxed  apples 
with  the  exception  of  Washington  .Wine saps  and  Jonathans  which  met  with 
a  slow  demand.     Supplies  of  the  former  were  liberal,  about  8,000  boxes 
being  withdrawn  from  the  auction  for  next  week's  :sale.     Supplies  of 
the  other  varieties  were  moderate.  .The  condition;  of  the  fruit  was 
good.     Conversions  were  made  at  par.
